"The night of March — said the 
diary, "we hiked all night, making 
llftjr miles, Inelvdlag a llttaan-mlle 
«Mmb to an altitude of 10,«00 feet 
■over a terrlflc mountain trail. We 
made camp at 8 a. m. and In the ev- 
ening started over iiiounfain trails 
8,000 feet lilgli. In a ninrch of 110 
miles from our base we slei)t tliree

"No sign r«t of Villa, aad no sign 

of Tje^f. We saw one cow. Troops 
got two deer. They kci)t the deer 
and did not loan a bite to any one 
flse. Hogs! 

"Some of the men obtained rhu- 
barb, with which tbejr made a rery 
good stew. W« alao got aomo dneks, 

" hiked twenty miles, and I 

^ worried about him. Later, 

lias returned safely. He located 
■wire and supplies for us. We were 
to take five days' rations for men 
,'iiid horses, but In order to make the 
tjp^e we wanted, we took only two 
diqra. Ipaat two daya In high altl* 
i«de in rain. The weatbor is other- 
Wise fine. We hare been among 
pine.s nearly all of the time, with 
canyons and massive, rocky or bril- 
liant semi-metallic peaks, all about 
US. The scenery is most wonderful, 
mneh like TellowatoM. I Imagine. 

"Probably Villa eogM bide hare 
Indefinitely but he would starre. 

"Later, niarcli resumed, making 
tliirty miles to a point wliere we ob- 
tained beef and one mess of beans." 

The remainder of the diary, to 
4ate, cited two further advaaeaa, 
•ad then the trip of a four-maa pa- 
trol, led by this oiieer, aeroaa a 
range of mountains to receive orders 
from one of the main line communi- 
cations. The diary recorded no Ip- 
cldeuta of the side trips as worthy of 
mention, although whoa the patrol 
•irhrod 1» the iMgo •ommanloatiou 
oamp, Ita apaad Md teriag waa com- 
mended. To-day the sam« small pe- 
trol mounted its horses and gave the 
big camp a laughing farewell, Klurt- 
ing a long, hard, lonesome ride to 
overtake the flying coluaui !• which 
tke eovrlore 'belonged.
